BRITISH "ARMORED TANKS" 


INVENTED IN 1854 


By Hal O'Flaherty 


(United Press Staff Correspondent) 


London, Oct. 5.— (By Mail)— The 


armored cars or "tanks" as they are 
called, which walk through stone walls 
and over trenches are far from being 
a new idea in warfare 
'Way back in 


1854 an inventor named James Cow- 
en, constructed a "tank" similar to 
those now in use on the British front, 
except that it was propelled by steam 
instead of gasoline. 


Cowen described his invention as a 


'land and sea locomotive steam ram 
and cattery." 
It was capable, so he 


told Lord Palmerston, then premier, 
of effectually annihilating cavalry and 
infantry and crushing artillery 'batter- 
ies. Unfortunately, the authorities re- 
fused to build or help build any of the 
machines, much to Cowen's dismay. 


The inventor was so enraged over 


he government's refusal of his plans 
that he issued a pamphlet telling the 
public of his wonderful death-dealing 
machine and of the pettiness of the 
men in power at that time.

BRITISH "ARMORED TANKS" 


INVENTED IN 1854 


By Hal O'Flaherty 


(United Press Staff Correspondent) 


London, Oct. 5.— (By Mail)— The 


armored cars or "tanks" as they are 
called, which walk through stone walls 
and over trenches are far from being 
a new idea in warfare 
'Way back in 


1854 an inventor named James Cow- 
en, constructed a "tank" similar to 
those now in use on the British front, 
except that it was propelled by steam 
instead of gasoline. 


Cowen described his invention as a 


'land and sea locomotive steam ram 
and cattery." 
It was capable, so he 


told Lord Palmerston, then premier, 
of effectually annihilating cavalry and 
infantry and crushing artillery 'batter- 
ies. Unfortunately, the authorities re- 
fused to build or help build any of the 
machines, much to Cowen's dismay. 


The inventor was so enraged over 


he government's refusal of his plans 
that he issued a pamphlet telling the 
public of his wonderful death-dealing 
machine and of the pettiness of the 
men in power at that time.
